1901. 


JUDICIAL RENTS. 

During the year covered by this Report seven Sub-Commissions were at work Sub-Com- 
throughout the country in the disposal of applications to fix fair rents. misBions. 

The number of Originating Notices to fix Fair Rents disposed of, during the 
period stated, by the Commissioners as a Court of first instance, principally on con- ^gpoged of. x. it 
sent, was 963 ; by the Sub-Commissioners 12,965 ; and by the Civil Bill Courts, as ^ 2 , 

appears by returns furnished by the Clerks of the Peace, 968, as follows : — 

For a First Statutory Term . — By the Commissioners, 301 ; by the Sub-Commissions, 

2,529 ; by the Civil Bill Courts, 309 ; total, 8,139. 

For a Second Statutory Term . — By the Commissioners, 662 ; by the Sub-Commis- ^ 

eions, 10,426 ; and by the Civil Bill Courts, 659 ; total, 11,747. 

Thus, during the year, the entire number of Fair Rent Notices notified as having i.u.n.w 

been disposed of was 14,886. 

The entire number of such applications disposed of both by Land Commission and 
Civil Bill Courts from the date of the passing of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, 
to the 31st March, 1901, was as follows : —for a first statutory term, 260,601, and a. la, i8.« 

for a second statutory term, 48,165. 

The number of Fair Rent Notices awaiting hearing by the Land Commission on Number of 
the 1st of April, 1900, was, for a first statutory term, 6,237, and for a second statu- ^^^^gpogg^ 
wry term, 21,999 Total, 28,236, and our Records showed an arrear— ot undis_ 
posed of cases in the Civil Bill Courts— of 4,478 for a first statutory term, and 1,217 
eases for a second statutory term : — Total, 5,695.

6,508 direct applications were made to the Land Commission to fix Fair Rents 
since the 1st April, 1900, of which 1,943 were for a first statutory term, smd 4,565 
were for a second statutory term. In the same period 1,336 applicatums were 
Diade to the Civil Bill Courts, of which 494 were transferred to the Land Commis- 
sion. Of the applications so made there were 403 first statutory term apphcations,

Renta fixed^ Judicial rents have been fixed during the year by us on the reports of Couit 
Valuers in 98 cases for a first statutory term, making a total of 1,600 of such cases 
■ in which Judicial rents were so fixed up to the 31st of March, 1901 ; and Judicial 
rents were similarly fixed by us in 197 cases for a second statutory tern 
making a total of 488 of such cases for a second statutory term up to the 31st of 
March, 1901. These figures include cases where the proceedings to fix rents on the 
reports of Court Valuers were taken under our Rules of the 9th November 
1898. 

Agree- Originating agreements and declarations for a first statutory term have during 

“ents. the year been lodged under the provisions of the 8th Section of the Land Law (Ire- 
i®?' land) Act, 1881, in 2,984 cases, of which 2,977 were lodged in the Land Commis- 
sion, and 7 were lotted in the Civil Bill Courts. 

The total number of such agreements to fix fair rents for a first statutory tenn 
lodged, since the passing of die Act of 1881, up to the 31st March, 1901, was 
140,115. 

During the year 5,648 originating agreements and declarations for a second 
statutory term were lodged, of which 5,628 were lodged in the Land Commission 
and 20 in the Civil Bill Courts. 

The total number of such agreements for a second statutory term lodged to 31st 
March, 1901, was 28,955.

PURCHASE OF LAND ACTS. 

Proceedings Under Acts of 1885 and 1888. 

There have been no further proceedings under these Acts since the 31st March, Loam 
1900, when all applications had^ been ruled upon. We therefore refer to our last for. 

B«port, in which we stated that tbe total number of applicants loans under 
these Acts was 29,179, and the amount applied for, £11,452,066 ; 3.811 apphcations 
lor £1,459,426 were withdrawn or rejected for reasons explamed in former reports.

2(f 
Of this amount £17,195 19s. lid. has been repaid to the parties entitled thereto, 
the tenant purchasers liable for the payment of the advances having repaid 
on account of principal money sums amounting thereto, and £465,583 2s. 4d. 
has, pursuant to the provisions of Section 29 (3) of the Act of 1896, been paid 
out of such Deposits to the persons entitled, representing sums equal to the i 
portions of the advances whi^ were ascertained to have been repaid at the ; 
end of the first decade. £4,613 4s. 5d. has been applied in mscharge ot 
arrears of instalments declared, pursuant to the provisions of the Act of 1885, to 
be " irrecoverable.” Thus a balance of £1,518,809 9s. 6d. on the 31st March, 1901, 
remained as Guarantee Deposits. Of this amount, £266,836 Os. lid. has been 
invested, on the application of 1jie parties interested, in securities, as provided by 
the 10th section of the Act of 1887, and there remained at that date the sum of 
£1,251,923 8s. 7d., the greater portion of which was with the National Debt Com- 
missioners, the balance being in oui- hands.

Proceedings Under the Purchase of Land Acts, 1891 and 1896. 

During the year we have received 4,949 applications for advances on 471 estates 
for £1,288,191 in respect of sales where ^e purchase money agreed on was 
£1,300,513. These applications were received from the four provinces as 
follows : —

Applications in 78 cases for £46,028 were refused for insufficiency of security 
and other reasons during the year. 

We have provisionally sanctioned during the same period 5,954 applications for 
£1,596,540, and 6,0681oans have been issued for £1,687,587. 

During the year to the 31st March last loans were also applied for, sanctioned, 
and issued by us in 1,210 cases, to the extent of £270,789, to enable tenants to 
chase their holdings in cases in which the estates had been inspected and 
upon by us on the request of the Land Judge pursuant to the provisions of the 40t 
Section of the Land Act of 1896. 

Five applications for advances, amounting to £29,541, were received and 
loans were issued within the year from the Congested Districts Board, .

cation from the Treasury that it had been represented to Their Lordships that 
advances already made by us for the purchase of;holdings in the County of Wexford ® 

under the Purchase Acts of 1891 and 1896, approximated to the limit prescribed by 
Sect. 9 (1) of the former Act, and directed that, pending the making of an estimate 
QS to the share of that County in the Guarantee Fund on. the basis of the then financial 
year, all farther advances in respect of that County should be suspended. 

We accordingly issued advertisements notifying all persons concerned of such 
direction. _ _ . 

Subsequently and prior to the date of this Report the estimate referred to having 
teen made, we were authorized to continue making advances in the County in 
question up to .£922,000 which is an increase in the amount originally estimated, and 
bas therefore enabled us to deal with pending applications. An Act of Parliament has 
since been passed with a view to further remove the difficulty which had thus arisen. 

Since the passing ot the Act of 1891 to the 31st March, 1901, we haye received lo™ ,o.. ™, . 
altogether 39,437 applications, but after consolidating cases where more than one issued, 
application had been received from the same applicant the revised number of such 
applications is 39,396, and the amount applied lor £11,556,973; of these 2,200 fO'r 
£776,8 10 have been refused for defects in the vendor’s title, irregularity, insuffi- 
ciency of security, and other causes. The total amount which has been provision- '

Redemption of Rent Act. 

1,515 applications under tlie Redemption of Rent Act have been received since 
the passing of that Act up to the 31st March, 1901, of which 40 have been received 
during the year. In 172 cases the landlord consented to the redemption of the 
rent. The total amount of the prices Exed in 96 cases, on 57 estates in which we 
made orders for redemption, was £108,259, in respect of a total rental of the hold- 
ings, as stated in the applications, of £7,250 2s. Id., and the total advances sanc- 
tioned in respect of the prices so fixed was £96,594. In 51 cases the applications 
for redemption were refused, and 25 cases have not been adjudicated upon. 

Out of the total number of applications received under this Act, the landlords 
did not consent to the redemption in 1,340 cases, and consequently the lessees oj 
grantees were, as the Statute and Rules provide, deemed to have made apphcations, 
as if they were leaseholders under the Land Act of 1887, to have a Juicial rent 
fixed ; and in 3 cases where applications have been received the time to consent has 
not yet expired. 

In 883 of such cases judicial rents have been fixed. [The former rental was 
£55,484 the judicial rental amounts to £41,649, showing an average reduction of 
24-9 per cent.] 253 applications have been dismissed or struck out, and 67 have> 
been withdrawn ; thus 137 'cases await hearing.

Tbp holdings of 92 purchasers who made default in payment of their instalments Casea m 
wpre advertised for sale during the year. In 67 of such cases the sales were ® 
withdrawn the arrears having been paid; in 22 cases the holdings were sold to 
Lmarv purchasers; in 2 cases where there was no biddmg at the sale. We have 
pntered"^ mto possession of the holdings pending re-sale, and in the r^inmg 
nase the purchaser at the sale having failed to complete his purchase, _ the hold- 
ing IS now being re-advertised for sale. In 4 cases, the result of prooeedmgs taken 
in previous years, the holdings are still in our hands for re-sale. 

Local Registration of Title (Ireland) Act, 1891. 

Notices in tbe prescribed form were lodged with the Registering Authority for current 
die purpose of having the titles of the tenant purchasers registered in 7,277 cases, oases, 
pursuant to the provisions of Section 23 (1) (&) of the above Act. 

With reference to the registration of the titles of cases where the sales were com- 
Dieted before 1st January, 1892, during the year 43 statemente and applications 
have been prepared and senb to the parties for verification, 65 have been lodged 
mth the Locil Registrars, and in 218 cases the ridmgs and directions issued 
during the year and previously have been complied with. In 236 cases Land Certi 
Ecates have^ been issued. 864 cases have been abandoned owing to the negligence 
of the applicants. 

Durini; the period since 1893, when Treasury sanction was first obtained to apply 
for registration in such cases, 6,111 appUcations hare been sent to parties for 
verification, 4,802 applications hare been lodged with the Local Registrars, and 
4,304 Land Certificates have been issued. 

1,789 copies of Land Certificates were issued free of charge to the Registered 
owners or their solicitors.

The above payments include a new chai-ge of £70,000 per annum, revisable in u 
years from 1st April, 1900, in favour of the Department of Agriculture and Teohn’ i 
Instruction, Ireland, under Section 15 of the Act of 1899. 

By arrangement with the Treasurjr and the National Debt Commissioners the 
surplus income will be employed from time to time in payment of debt by anticipatin' 
ill the first instance bonds under the Arrears of Rent Act, 18H2. ^ 

The Tithe Rentcharge (Ireland) Act, 1900, became law on the 8th of August, 1900 

In the Dublin Gazette of the 26th October following we caused to be published the 
certificates required by the 2nd Section of the Act, showing for each county in Ireland 
the average percentage of variation caused by the fixing of judicial rents tor a first 
statutory term during the period, as in the Act speemed, commencing the 22nd 
August, 1885, and ending the 31st March, 1900. 

Copies of such certificates will be found in the Appendix. The reductions in the 
different counties shewn thereby vary from 28'9 per cent, in Kerry to 19-1 per cent 
in Mayo. ^ 

In each county tithe rentcharges, payable to the Land Commission, as well as those 
payable to lay impropriators and others in respect of the half-year payable on the 1st 
May, 1901, will by virtue of the Statute, be automatically reduced by the percentase 
so certified for the county in which the lands liable to pay the tithe rentcharee are 
situated. ® 

The 8th Section of the Act, however, exempts from the benefit of the Statute 
ti-toe rentcharges payable to the Land Commission out of property which has been the 
^bject of a honafide sale after the 10th August, 1872, and before the 12th May, 1899. 
ihe former was the date of the Irish Church Amendment Act, 1872, by which the 
former right of such tithe p^ers and tithe owners to have tithe rentcharge periodi- 
cally^ varied was abolished. The latter date was thaton which a Tithe Rentcharge Bill 
was introduced containing provisions similar to those of the Act, passed in the follow- 
ing year for variation of the charge.

A wpy of the Form of Declaration which we issued was seut by us to every tithe 
rentcharge payer on our books on or prior to 1st November, 1900. The great 
majonty ot such payers have made the declaration to entitle them to the benefit of 
the Act m respect of the gale falling due on the 1st May, 1901. In 1,110 cases, on 
e evi ence submitted to us, it appeared that the tithe rentcharge was paid in respect 
0 lands purchased within the period so prescribed by the Act, and in such cases the 
tithe rentcharge cannot be abated. In about 4,600 cases, at the date of this 
report, we have not received any communication from the owners of the lands liable. 
V- ^ ^ position to know how far the non-receipt of the evidence 
f pro^des should be furnished to us, indicates knowledge on the 

part of the owners of the lands that they are outside the benefit of the Statute, or, on 
the other hand, oversight which may hereafter be remedied by furnishing the requisite 
e-ndence. For these reasons it would be premature to calculate the effect of the 
btatute in reducing the annual tithe rentcharge payable to us.

, 'liffieulties which arose under the Local Government Act, 1898, with regard 
niciit there- q question of poor rate deductions from tithe rentcharge, have been met — the 
from. 1 ec ion o the Tithe Rentcharge Act of 1900 providing for a readiustment of the 

allowances in respect of the three half-yearly gales up to the 1st November, 1900, 
on the basis that one-half only of the standard poor rate in rural districts, and the 
Whole standard rate in urban districts, should be allowed, and for the future reduc- 
tion of the amount of tithe rentcharge payable in respect of such rate. 
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Th adiustments required by the Statute have been calculated by us for the gale 
1st November, 1900, for every tithe rentcharge to which the section 
^and from that date the charge is in future permanently reduced on the 
bwis^of the standard poor rate on the amount payable. ^ 

The calculations for such adjustments and future reductions, and the examination 
fthe claims of those seeking the benefit of the Statute, have imposed a severe 
It h on the Officers of the Church Property and other members of our staff during 
!h ^neriod under review. These extra duties have been performed to our satisfaction, 
without interruption of the normal duties of the several departments. 

The amount of arrears due to the Fund at the 3 1st March, 1901, was £83,723. At Arrears. 
i similar period last year the arrears were £98,432. 

Bv payments made since the property vested, the total liability, inclusive of 
/.harires imposed by the Legislature since 1881, has been reduced to £6,021,500 ; not 
iflcluding the annuities of £20,000 for the Royal University, and £70,000 for the 
Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction, which are not capital charges. 

The original debt of £9,000,000 for the purposes of the Church Act, and due to oeccease of 
the Commissioners for the reduction of National Debt, has been paid off. At the 
date of oar last report the amount outstanding was £252,089. 1881. 

Advances of Guaranteed Land Stock, amounting to £25,927, have been made under by 

the Purchase Act of 1891, up to the 31st March last, to 65 tenants of the Church 
property to enable them to purchase their holdings.
